Starlings Taken

New experiments with super-

you start to read it, 

But lately | have been no- 
ficing Jarger things. 

The first of these was that 
punctuation marks are canniba- 
listic. They feed on each other, 
making new marks out of old. 


Take that question mark which 
the Spanish put before as well 
as after the question. It's the 
semicolon used as a question 
mark in medieval Greek manu- 
scripts, dismembered and. reas- 
sembled with the period on the 
bottom and the comrna turned 
around and put on top. The com- 
ma itself is a virgule (the slant- 
ing stroke you sometimes see be- 
tween and. and or thusly 
and/or) decapitated and twisted 
into a curve. 

But that’s nothing to the jolt 
Y vot when I learned that our 
ancestors used punctuation 
marks not.as we do, to make 
clear, grammatical structure,but 
as reading rests to indicate how 
Jong the reader sh4uld pause at 
a given place. In the 18th-cen- 
tury “Young Ladies’ and Gen- 
tlemen’s Spelling Book” I came 
across a table of these rests, here 
éalled stops, marks and pauses: 


A comma (,) is @ pause in read- 
ing until you may tell one. 

A semicolon (;) two; 

A colon (:) three; 

A period (.) four. 
Thus you read, and still read, 
for this is the punctuation of 
the Bible. “The Lord is my Shep- 
heard (count, or tell, two); I 
shall not want (count four), He 
maketh me to lie down in green 
pastures (count three: he leadeth 
me beside the still waters (count 
four).” 


Webster in his famous spell- 
ing book changed the count a 
bit here. He told our great- 
grandfathers to count four, not. 
three, for a colon; six, not four, 
for a period. Being a sensible 
Nutmeg Yankee, he wanted to 
slow things down. 

This makes punctuation much 
easier than our modern system 
—no grammar, no comma splices. 
All you have to know is how to 
rest. All you have to do is count. 

My next discovery was note 
of admiration, which I first came 
upon in the “The New-York 
Spcler,” of 1819. Like note of in- 
terrogation, for question mark, 
it had the old wordy formality 
in it and the Latin which: we 
wre getting further and further 
away from. 

Our grannies also played with 
punctuation. I found three points 
dramatized in an old rebus 
which runs like this:

Translated, this rebus, which 
ence adorned many a sampler 
end pot-holder, reads thusly:

hyphen from an asterisk, and he 
probably knew that the last was 
Greek for small star, to boot. 
But those who come closest to 
the marks of punctuation are 
the ones who have the most fun 
with them—the printers. They 
have put the melodrama of the 
exclamation point into several 
phrases. They call it shriek, as- 
tonisher, screamer, scare point, 
and strike ‘em stiff, all image- 
making terms of high voltage 
for-a mark hatéd by Swift for 
its exuberance, In? their efforts 


to season monotony with interest, 


they cail the question. mark the 
wonder mark and parentheses 
finger nails, thinking of the cut- 
tings, no doubt. 
Once you're jin it, you find 

that the story of punctuation, 
hike that of most human inter- 
ests, is inexhaustible and = not 
without its humor. Like capitali- 
zation, it is part of the old-time 
learnin’-songs. which began with 
and ended with gro- 
tesque Izzard and Ampersand:

It’s How We Live | 
That Counts 


At least one-third of all man’s 
illnesses, from the common cold 
to cancer, may now be traced 
scientifically to the patient's en- 
vironment and how well he 
adapts to it. 

This concept 
presented by 


of disease was 
Dr. Lawrence E. 
Hinkle Jr, of New York at a 
meeting of the American Col- 
lege of Physicians. in Atlantic 
City, NJ. Its basis was a seven- 
year Cornell Medical Centre 


study covering some 3,000 per-- 


sons (American working men 
and women, Chinese graduate 
students, American college grad- 
uates, and Hungarian refugees). 
In each of these contrasting 
groups, said Dr. Hinkle, was 
found the e sickness pattern: 
25 per cent of the men and. m0~ 
men studied accounted for 50 
per cent of the total illness for 
each group, 


The great majority of ‘the dis- 
ease incidents came in “clusters,” 
Dr. Hinkle said, at times when 
ehe members of every group 
found their life situations and 
environments. - “threatening, un- 
satisfying, overdemanding, pro- 
ductive of conflict . . . against 
which conditions they could 
make no satisfactory adaptation.” 
In general, the conditions in- 
volved “disturbed relations with 
family members or business as- 
sociates, threats to security and 
status, and restrictions and lim- 
itations which made it impossible 
for ‘them to satisfy important 
needs and drives.” 


The disease episodes were not 
minor, They ran the gamut of 
“major, irreversible, life-endan- 
gering illnesses.” -About 50 to 
60 per cent were upper-respira- 
tory disease; 20 per cent affected 
the gastrointestinal tract. But 
any body function regulated by 
the central nervous system might 
be influenced by the patient's 
unfavorable reaction to environ- 
ment, Dr, Hinkle suggested. 


In some cases, changes of en- 
vironment and of unsatisfactory 
life situations might help. But 
in the end, Dr. Hinkle thinks, it 
is the patient’s ability to adjust 
to his sieuation that will best 
combat disease. “Ultimately,” he 
said, “medicine will have to take 
account of this in the treatment 
of illness. In view of the com- 
plexities involved .... these ef- 
forts will be difficult, time-con- 
suming, and not at first highly 
rewarding. Nevertheless, the 
problem of. the patient’s relation 
to his environment stands before 
uS aS a stern challenge to medi- 
cine, and not as an easy oppor- 
tunity.” —From NEWSWEEK

‘Studied Evenings 
To Learn Forgery 


* Counterfeiters are queer peo- 
ple. Melvin G. .Parsons, a fifty- 
seven-vear-old foundry moulder 
of Missourl, laid on his own 
“evening classes’. He studied 
engraving, inks and printing at 
a public library for hundreds of 
evenings, then in three years 
forged $14,000 worth of perfect 
$10 bills, but gave them such 
painstaking care and costly fin- 
ishes that he barely met ex- 
penses, 

“I didn’t. make any 
of it.” he told a aecret service 
agent, “but like horse-racing it 
gets in your blood, and J couldn't 
get away from it.” . The agent 
said: “He was trying to produce 
better money than the Treasury 
Department.” 

One U.S. counterfeiter’ was a 
Roman Catholic who. victimized 
only \ ipriests of his church, Pious, 
penite nt, he wandered around 
the country offering $50. and 
$100 bills for special prayers of 
which, he said, he was in great 
need, 

The priests readily took his 
notes and gave him change, and 
the notes stayed in circulation 
longer than usual because the 
churches had no difficulty in 
passing them! 

One counterfeiter was a Lou- 
isiana justice of the peace who, 
in 1908, set up an efficient plant 
in an unused room of his court. 
Culprits paying fines were lec- 
tured sternly on eheir misdeeds 
-—- and given counterfeit change! 

In a fascinating account of 
some of the world’s most notori- 
ous cases — “Money of Their 
Own” —- Murray Teigh Bloom 
says that a few forgers do es- 
cape despite a U.S.-Secret Ser- 
vice setimate that at least nine- 
ty per cent. are caught and 
sentenced. 

The half-rouble notes of a 
Russian gang, in 1912, were ex- 
cellent reproductions, except 
that'on one side, in tiny charac- 
ters, was this challenge to the 
Tsar’s treasury: “Our money is 
no worse than yours.” 

A Milanese counterfeiter, in 
1951, turned out fairly good U.S. 
$10 notes, but in the usual 
promise on the face, “Redeem- 
able in lawful money,” the en- 
graver 
first “1” from “lawful’’! 

The $100 notes of the Ramirez 
brothers of Mexico were only 
fair téchnically, and probably 
wouldn’t ‘have passed any sober 
bank cashier. They were in- 
tended only for use by bootleg- 
gers, to pay off suppliers beyond 
ehe three-mile limit — and on 
# pitching boat on a moonless 
night they always passed. Later, 
when they were found to be 
fake, how could the supplier 
complain, and to whom? 

But in time some of the wiser 
ones hired bank tellers for a 
week-end’s: work at sea, check- 
ing the pay-off money. 

Mareus Crahan, a Providence, 
U.S.,; photo-engraver, disposed 
of most of his home-made notes 
at race tracks around the coun- 
try. As soon ashe reached a 
city he put a personal notice in 
a leading paper on these lines: 
“Found in Union Station late 
yesterday afternoon, a sum. of 
money in bank - notes, which 
owner may have, after proving 
property, by applying to X- 18 
this paper.” 

Thus, when he was eventually 
caught, he could say he found 
the fake notes, instead of mak- 
ing the lame excuse that he got 
them from bank or. store. Once 
or twice this succeeded, but the 
third time it landed hima fif- 
teen-year sentence. 

Edward Windeyer, ex-fisher- 
man, ex-mechanic, ex - watch- 
maker living in a suburb of Syd- 
ney, Australia, made this do-it-

commercial production, many 


problems remain for the agrond-<

“overcome. These problems jf not 
solved may well. endanger the 
prospects of this crop in Canada. 
Safflower is a hardy plant and 
has done well under dryland 
farming, and on irrigated land. 
However, farmers may find that 
under certain weather condi- 
tions the seed does not fill out 
properly. This is thought to be 
due to too much moisture at 
blossoming time. Studies are un- 
derway to learn more about this 
characteristic and to select lines 
which might tolerate. higher 
humiditve 
* * 

Safflower must be seeded early 
even in the southern areas, be- 
cause it requires a long season 
to mature. It has about the same 
frost resistance as barley and 
therefore is not endangered by 
early seeding. Particular atten- 
tion is being given to the selec- 
tion of lines which are early in 
maturity.

The safflower plant is subject 
to several diseases but so far 
these have been of minor impor- 
tance. Commercial varieties are 
susceptible to rust but rust re- 
sistant types are known and are 
being used in the breeding pro- 
gram,-Root rots frequently have 
done considerable damage on ir- 
rigated land particularly in some 
varieties. Selection is underway 
to increase the resistance to root 
rots and also‘leaf diseases which 
are found more frequently in 
some locations than others and 
in certain seasons.

SalfioWe is grown for the oil 
contained in the seea. Pariiculer 
attention is being given in the 
breeding program to those selec- 
tions which are higher in oil 
content. In making yield com- 
parisons with other oilseed crops, 
it is important to take into ac- 
count the fact that safflower 
seed has 38 to 50 per cent hull. 
If safflower -is ‘o find a place 
among the ojiseed crops in Can- 
ada it will have to. maintain its 
rank on the basis of oil returns 
per acre.

Can Britain Win 
America’s Cup? 


For more than a century, Brit- 
ish yachtsmen have had irrita- 
ting cause to feel a little infer- 
jor. to their Ameri@an brethren. 
Now there are high hopes that 
the Sceptre will take back to 
Britain after 107 years the tro- 
phy yachtsmen lovingly call the 
“Old Mug.” 

It all began in 1851, when 
Queen Victoria presented a tro- 
phy, to. be raced for at Cowes, 
Isle of Wight, called the Royal 
Yacht Squadron = 100-Guineas 
Cup. 

The contest, which took place 
on Aug. 22, 1851, was all-Brit- 
ish, except for an “unknown” 
schooner which had been sailed 
across the Atlantic by a syndi- 
cate of American sportsmen. 

This 101-foot-long vessel was 
called the America and it beat 
17 British rivals of various rigs 
and sizes in a memorable race 
around the Isle of Wight. 

British yachtsmen were stag- 
fered the. Americans delighted, 
and they bore thtir-trophy home 
in understandable triuffipk toe 
the New York Yacht Club, 

Subsequently, rules for chal- 
lenge contests were drawn up 
and the trophy came to be 
known sue the “America’s Cup” 
—the most coveted, the most 
jealousiy detendec of all yacht- 
ing prizés. 

There have been’ 16. subse- 
quent challenges for the cup-— 
14 of them British, two Cana- 
dian. British. yachtsmen are es- 
timated to have spent at least 
$12,000,000 in their fruitless ef- 
forts. 

The last British challenge was 


_ the original: 


‘of yachts 


made in 1937 by Sir (then Mr.) 
Thomas Sopwith in his Endea- 
vour II. Sopwith also had been 
unsuccessful in 1934, although 
he was only narrowly beaten 
that year. 


Before him, Britain's challenge 
had been borne by Sir Thomas 
Lipton, who made five attempts 
with his famous Shamrock series 
between 1899 and 
1930. Lipton spent at least 500,- 
000 pounds in trying to wrest 
the cup from the Americans — 
in days’ when a “pound was a 


pound,” 
The rules of the race have 
been changed several times. 


Originally the challengers had 
to race a whole fleet of defend- 
ing American yachts. Then, un- 
til 1897, the defenders could 
name their yacht on the day of 
the race, thus choosing one suit- 
able for the prevailing condi- 
tions, 


But until December, 1956, the 
main bugbears in the rules for 
British challengers were those 
specifying the size of the vessel 
and stipulating that it had to 
cross the Atlantic first. 


vessels jing ne part be in the 
conten Vint fo be ex- 
pensive “J” a yachts, with a 


crew of upwards of 20. The rules 
insisted that they had to sail 
the Atlantic “on their own bot- 
toms.” 


This meant that the British 
challengers all had to be de- 
signed for ocean worthiness as 
well as pure racing ability, This 
gave the Americans a clear and 
admitted advantage in their de- 
fence of the cup—but, of course, 
America had also 


crossed “on her own bottom.” 


In 1956 it became clear that 
the cost of building “J” Class 
yachts had become exhorbitant 
and threatened the future of the 
race. So smaller craft were seen 
to be inevitable. 


The “deed of gift” offering the 
cup for competition was amend- 
ed to make 12-meter class yachts 
(maximum crew, 11) eligible. 
At the same time the need for 
a yacht to sail to the scene of 
the contest was eliminated from 
the rules, 

These changed rules have 
given British yachtsmen real 
confidence that they will be able 
to win back the cup on equal 
terms.

They lost 
a new deep home-freezer, elec- 
tric stove, refrigerator and tele- 
vision set. Bad enough, but it 
could have been worse. The 
children were playing. outside 
when the biggest boy noticed a 
bright light inside the house and 
ran in to look for the reason. 
He soon. found out and began 
screaming for his mother who 
was down in the cellar unaware 
of the tragedy. Had the child 
not gone in she would have been 
trapped as there was no exit 
from the cellar other than 
through the kitchen which was 
soon a mass of flames. 


The cause of the fire was 
thought to be defective wiring. 
It is a familiar story—old house, 
original wiring, meant only for 
lighting purposes and minor 
equipment. Added to the home 
one by oné were the heavy home 
appliances now in use in most 
homes. The wiring’ became 
overloaded and in time over- 
heated. An outbreak of fire was 


the inevitable result. Later in 
the week we called briefly on 
some former neighbours near 


Ginger Farm who had recently 
installed similar new equipment 
but had taken the precaution -of 
having their wiring inspected. 
The over-hauling and additions 
cost them well over two hun- 
dred dollars but that was cer- 
tainly cheaper and saier than 
risking a fire

Big In England 


London Bridge could have 
been, falling down last week 
and no fair lady would have 
noticed. The really big noise 


, in town was the opening at the 
Theater Royal, Drury Lane. 


“No show can possibly live up 
to the advance raves of ‘My 
Fair Lady’,” wrote The Daily 
Herald critic next morning. He 
then went on to paraphrase a 
lyric from the show: “But by 
George, they did it. Yes, they 
did it!” Fellow critics were al- 


_ most unanimous in their salutes: 


“Rousing”, “lilting”, “exhilarat- 
ing”, “glittering”. The sidewalk 
watchers massed outside the 
theater an hour before curtain 
time to star-gaze at the attend- 
ing celebrities, among them 
Ingrid Bergman, Sareh Church- 
ill, Kay Kendall, and- U.S. Am- 
bassador John Hay Whitney. 


Applause exploded the mom- 
ent the curtain rose and rolled 
again and again for the entrances 
of Julie Andrews, Rex Harrison, 
Stanley Holloway, and Robert 
Coote — all of the original 
Broadway company, At the end 
the audience stood and cheered 
for four minutes and ten curtain 
calls. Only the orchestra's “God 
Save the Queen” could and did 
finally stop them, 


This was the most impressive 
musical to hit town since “Chu- 
Chin-Chow” in 1916, and London 


had never seen such an advance_ 


build-up. Despite the protection 
of copyright laws. that. forbade 
the playing ef the show tunes 
and the sale of sheet music and 
records, Could Have Danced 
All Night” and “On theStreet 
Where You Live” were almost 
staples for dance bands at priv- 
ate parties and in clubs. Com- 
mercially bootlegged show al- 
bums sold readily for $11.20 (as 
opposed to a legal $3.85 in the 
U.S.).

The press had long been ec- 
static. After all, though the show 
was an American production, 
everybody felt it was Britons 
who made the thing go—Rex 
Harrison, Julie Andrews, Cecil 
Beaton, Stanley Holloway, Rob- 
ert Coote. The press was also 
full of “Fair Lady” odds and 
ends. Was it right for Eliza Doo- 
little to step out of character 
to belt out the bellicose “Show 
Me” song? Can one really see 
St. Paul’s from Covent Garden, 
as the show suggests? (Answer: 
Yés, from the roof.) An actress 
named Frances Day reported ta 


a gossip columnist that she had~ 


got in touch with George Bern- 
ard Shaw’s ghost, and he had 
been very announced with the 
whole project. Everybody read 
that the London version would 
have a bigger chorus than the 
New York prodygtion, and Cecil 
Beaton’s costumes would not only 
be present in greater profusion 
but with considerably wilder 
chic. 


The advance publicity. had not 
been all good. Stanley Hollo- 
way, who plays Eliza’s father, 
had something to say about Rex

Harrison: “Two years we work- 
ed together and never once did 
he visit my dressing room...

It was revealed he had been 
earrying no less than $6,000 
worth of smuggled goods on him. 
Only the officer's sharp eye had 
prevented him getting 
with it. 

Hundreds like him are caught 
every year. Over $1,800,000 has 
been taken in goods confiscated 
and sold by the Customs and 
Excise in the past two years. 
$200,000 in currency has been 
apprehended in the same time. 

Many respectable and other-. 
wise law-abiding citizens seem 
to regard the Customs as fair 
game. It has been estimated that 
no less than one in three people 
coming into Great Britain try to 
smuggle something through—if 
enly for the fact. that they can 
boast to their friends in the pub 
ef their achievement. 

Few of them get away with 
it. If they do it once they are 
eaught the second time. The 
“hail-fellow-well-met” and the 
“T-couldn’t-care-less” type are all 
well known to Customs men. 
They are trained to spot almost 
fn one glance the too-ready smile

One seemingly respectable 
business man was caught while 
conversing with an official be- 
cause he kept nervously finger- 
ing his collar and tie.

A big closed car came up in 
front of officials at a south coast 
depot recently. With its well- 
upholstered interior and its gen- 
eral air of smartness, it looked 
as though it was the pride and 
joy of some car enthusiast. 

The Customs men went to 
work. The arm-rests were taken

ef Swiss watches.

‘and dashboard. One thousand 


pounds’ worth,of currency was 
found in the lining of the tires 
and inner tubes. Soldered under 
the chassis, officials found hun- 
dreds more watches.

All types seem to like trying 
their luck against the Customs. 
When a homely-looking, grey

the bench at one’ busy airport, 
Officials. scarcely gave her a sec- 
ond glarice. She looked just like 


turning from her first holiday 
for some time. : 


Casually, she was asked the 
routine questions, and the offi- 
cer began to chalk her case. Sud- 
denly he jagged his finger on 
something sharp. He ran his 
fingers quickly along the seams 
of the case and felt a loose 
screw. ' 


‘i He gave it a jerk and the lin- 
ing of the case fell away. Tacked 
to the hardboard interior he 


‘found nearly $3,000 in notes! 


At London Airport recently 
one of the passengers from a 
newly arrived flight made his 
way with slow, measured treads 
to the Customs. He was a big 
man and his precise steps looked 
rather unusual. 


He was asked to remove his 
shoes. He protested and said he 
was having special treatment 
for his feet—that walking slow- 
ly was the only way he could 
get relief. He even produced a 
medical certificate to prove it. 
But the Customs man was ada- 
mant. 


In the specially designed heels 
were found several valuable 
gold watches. He had trouble 
with his feet all right—several 
hundredepounds’ worth! 


The Customs and Excise are 
often at work as a suspect steps 
off his ‘plane or boat.

A 
Customs man. with a pair of bi- 
noculars had been on the roof 
of the airport reception centre 
and had seen him give that re- 
assuring pat to his coat. 


Probably one of the most un- 
usual cases yet heard of was 
the Continental clergyman re- 
cently allowed to proceed un- 
searched through the Customs, 
With his clerical collar and gen- 
eral air of innocence he looked 
the last person on earth to be a 
smuggler. 


But he was suspected, and 
several days later was appre- 
hended. His car was searched, 
He was found to be carrying 
thousands of pounds’ worth of 
smuggled goods under the seats. 
He was one of the dupes used 
by a well known smuggling 
gang but, he declared, he hadn’t 
known a thing of what had been 
going on!

The husband's sword struck 
the other on the shoulder, pass- 
éd through his body, through 
the saddle, afi far.enough into 
the camel to kill it! : 

Robert Christopher, who has 
stayed with the Tuaregs, says it 
would seem impossible that 
either man or sword could be 
strong enough to accomplish 
such a feat, but it is true, and 
reveals how they have retained 
their old training. in. strength 
and ‘skill with arms. 

There was no trial, for he was 
avenging his honour, sacred to 
a Tuareg noble. The erring wife, 
banished from the tribe, had 
only two alternatives—to kill 
herself or go on the streets of 
a town. That is one reason why 


Tuareg infidelity is extremely 
rare. 
Christopher found that the 


Tuaregs are highly superstitious. 
A woman who wants to know 
when her husband or lover will 
return from a long journey need 
only go to the nearest graveyard 
when the moon is full, lie on a 
relative’s grave, put her ear to 
the stones, and the relative’s 
spirit will give her the esti- 
mated time of arrival. 

In a land with very poor pos- 
tal services and no telephones, 
Christopher says, this serves a 
useful purpose. “There is no 
doubt that it works and any 
Tuareg will tell you that they 
have been doing it successfully 
for hundreds of years,” he 
writes in a vivid account of his 
Saharan travels: “Ocean of 
Fire.” 

Once, sitting round the camp 
fire, he. began poking at the 
coals with a stick. Conversation 
at once stopped, the man across 
the fire stared at him as if he’d 
suddenly turned into a monster, 
another on his right knocked the 
stick out of his hands—because 
they believe that poking a fire 
stoos the camels from giving 
milk!

A Shell-less Snail 


‘ With Lots Of Arms 


Most people regard the octo- 
pus with horror, yet it is really 
one of the most remarkable of 
, ea creatures, and nothing like 
#0 sinister’ as popular fiction 
would have us believe. 

It is difficult to decide Which 
is the greater marvel — its pe- 
culiar structure, or the high de- 

gree of intelligence underlying 
its interesting habits. 

Who would believe that the 
octopus is. related to the snail 
and the whelk? Or that its re- 
mote ancestors many millions of 
years ago lived in a coiled shell? 


The shell has been lost, and. 


the flat muscular foot on which 
the ancestral octopus glided 
along like a snail has been con- 
verted into eight formidable 
arms each with an array of high- 
ly effiecient suckers, arranged in 


two rows and graded in size to - 


match the gradual tapering of 
the arms. . 


In the centre of this ring of 
arms is the creature’s mouth, 
complete with horny jaws very 
much like a parrot’s beak to look 
at: and just as effective. 


The octopus’ brain is so well 
developed that it-is among the 
most intelligent of all animals 
without backbones, and its cyes 
are among the most efficient in 
the animal kingdom. 


It is in its hunting and feeding 
habits that the actopus shows 
its intelligence. Crabs and lob- 
sters are its favourite food, and 
consequently it is not very popu- 
lar with fishermen. It often gets 
into their lobster pots, ledVing 
behind a collection of empty 
shells. » 


The Octopus is mainly an in- 
shore animal, hiding during the 
daytime under — overhanging 
rocks, where itis always on the 
alert for any unwary crab which 
may come within range, obli- 
vious of its presence. When this 
does happen one of the éight 
arms shoots out, not to grip the 
erab with suckers, but to pive 
it a gentle flick between the eyes 
with-the thin flexible tip. 


The crab seems to be com- 
pletely hypnotized by the sudden 
appearance of the octopus, be- 
eause although it brandishes its 
claws and raises its body — a 
typical defensive attitude — it 
offers no resistance as the octo- 

us grips it and draws it into its 


The eight arms are connected 
by a fleshy webbing forming a 
kind of umbrella under which 
the crab is improsoned until re- 
quired. By the time the feast 
begins as many as a dozen crabs 
may have been collected. These 
are then pulled apart joint by 
joint, the meat being extracted 
by the thin tips of the arms and 
earried to the mouth. 


Many stories illustrate the in- 
telligence” of the octopus.  Al- 
though it will never eat fish un- 
less desperately hungry, it, has 
been known to kill a small fish 
and poke it outside its lai as 
a bait to attract unwary crabs. 


It is partial to oysters, mussels 
and other bivalves, but is not 
strong enough to open the shells 
Wf these are closed. 


One specimen was observed 
watching a large mussel for 
hours, apparently aware that 
sooner or later it would open up, 
When at last it did, the octopus 
quickly pushed a small stone be- 
tween the valves so that they 
eould not be closed again, and 
proceeded at Jeisure to claim his 
reward. / 


Another incident demonstrates 
tlearly the memory of the octo- 
pus.

some oysters. For a long time 
they examined the shells with 
the tips of their arms, obviously 
trying to find a way of opening 
them, 


They met with no success and 
eventually gave up. 


A week later they were azain 
offered oysters, but as soon as 
they recognized what they were 
they took no further interest in 
them, and made on attempt to 
open them. 


Lobsiers ure more difficult for 
the octopus to catch than crabs. 
It is the lobster’s claws which 
are the danger. Once the octo- 
pus has managed to grip these 
with its suckers the lobster is 
vanquished, but a prionged bat- 
tle of wits may occur before a 
really - big lobster is over- 
powered, : 


An octopus is always a great 
attractio—in an aquarium, but 


* it can also be a headache. Dur- 


ing the night it often has an urge 
to visit other tanks to see what 
it ean find, and has an amazing 
ability to squeeze through nar- 
row openings. Unless a really 
octopus-proof cover can be de- 
vised for its tank, the aquarium’s 
lobsters and crabs are likely to 
be converted into heaps of 
broken shells. 


When it leaves its lair at night 
the octopus has three methods of 
moving about in the water. If it 
wants to. go really fast it does 
so by jet-propulsion — achieved 
by breathing fast. Streams of 
water are always being drawn 
into the gill cavity and, after 
passing over the gills, expelled 
through a tube called the siphon. 
When an octopus is at rest these 
gentle breathing movements are 
easily seen, 


By breathing much faster the 
water is forced out of the siphon 
in powerful jets, each capable of 
shooting the animal backwards 
for two or three yards. At other 
times it waves its arms gently in 
the water to move itself slowly 
forward, or walks along the sea 
bed on the tips of its arms. 


Mr. Sinclair, of Torquay 
Aquarium, has been particularly 
successfu during the past few 
years at keeping octopuses alive 
in tanks for considerable per- 
iods, He believes that a captive 
octopus needs some kind of oc- 
cupation, and always provides 
his specimens with heaps of 
stones and small pieces of. rock. 
With these they will sometimes 
play for hours, rolling the rocks 
about and piling them up in vari- 
ous parts of their tanks.

The Arena 
really began’ jumping — while 
Brown paced his office, “pray- 
ing it would end”. 


A while before midnight the 
wound-up kids spilled into the 
streets. Just who was respon-

the Arena common citizens were 
set upon, robbed and sometimes 
beaten. A young sailor caught a 
knife in the belly, and two girls 
with him were thrashed, In all, 
nine men and six women were 
roughed up enough to require 
hospital treatment. Boston po- 
lice blamed Freed and his fre- 
netic fans, but could not prove it, 
since they nabbed nobody. 
Freed’s defenders pointed out 
that the Arena area has been the 
site of frequent muggings in 
the past; the toughs might simp- 
ly have used the crowds pouring 
out of the Arena as a cover. 


But Boston’s Mayor John 
Hynes did not want to hear 
ments or evidence. He 
“ord ereeathat no licenses be is- 
sued for any®are rock ‘n’ rol) 
shows, and a Boston grand jury 
returned an indictment against 
Freed—under an old “anti- 
anarchy” law — for inciting “the 
unlawful destruction of prop- 
erty”. Professing alarm, and 
perhaps jumpy over growing 
criticism of juvenile delinquency, 
officials in New Haver and New- 
ark seized on the Boston incident 
as an excuse to ban scheduled 
Freed appearances. 


' Freed promptly quit his 
$25,000-a-year job with Man- 
Kattan’s radio station WINS be- 
cause it “failed to stand behind 
my, policies and principles”, and 
returned to his Stamford, Conn, 
home to contemplate his griev- 
ances, Snapped Freed: “Those 
kids in Boston were the greatest 
— swell, wonderful kids. But the 
police were terrible.’

Deadly Pattern 


They call it Olaotha, and pray 
to the goddess Ma Olaichandi to 
keep it way. But each year the 
people of Calcutta know that 
before the reviving - monsoon 
rains arrive some time in June, 
the infection will sweep through 
their steaming and fetid streets, 
sometimes killing as many as 
half of those it touches. 
for a city stamped by the World 
Health Organization as the 
“worst cholera epidemic area in 
the world,” this year's outbreak 
has been especially bad. -—At one 
point the Nilratan Sarkar” hos- 
pital, which specializes in treat 
ing the disease, was admitting 
a new patient every four min- 
utes, the highest admission rate 
the hospital has known in 20 
years. 

_ All day, vans equipped with 
loudspeakers drive through the 
city begging people to get inocu- 


jated. In narrow alleys .drum- 
mers parade like town criers, 
carrying the same message. But 


as in every year, al) these efforts 
have come too late. Though 400 
inoculators have been at work 
since November, they. reached 
only 300,000 out of 4,000,000 peo- 
ple in five months. 
the money for the necessary 
hpyodermic syringes just never 
showed up. When the epidemic 


struck in earnest, five of the 
city’s 22 ambulances had been 
condemned as useless, and’ ten 
more were under repair. Only 
one driver was on duty ata 
time to answer calls for help. 
Everyone knows that Cal- 
cutta’s water system is pre 
eariously Glose to collapse,“ but 


it has not been overhauled since 
1926. Sewage invariably seeps 
into the drinking water, carry- 
ing possible death to every tap. 
In spite of a belated garbage- 
collecting campaign, piles of 
refuse still lies festering along 
Calcutta’a winding “gullies”, and

King-Size Build-Up 
Good For Music? 


‘One alternoon recently, a tall, 
obviously tired-but-happy young 
man arrived at the RCA Victor 
studios on East 24th Street in 
New York to hear the,tapes of 


a piano concert he had played. 


at Carnegie Hall the night be- 
fore. As the majestically crash- 
ing chords of the Tchaikovsky 
Piano Concerto in B-flat minor 
beat upon his ears, he tensed 
and grimaced, “Listen here — 
now,” he said earnestly. “I made 
sucha mistake here.” Clutching 
his bushy, blond head, he rocked 
back and forth in anguish. 

The miracle was that Van 
Cliburn was able to think at all, 
let alone accurately recall bloop- 
ers he made the night before. He 
had come to the studios straight 
from the Waldorf-Astoria, 
where Mayor Robert F. Wagner 
had given him a luncheon, and 
before that he had ridden up 
Lower Broadway in the first 
ticker-tape parade ever accord- 
ed a musician. The next night he 
would play in Philadelphia, and 
jater in the week he would meet 
the President at the White House, 
play before diplomats and gov- 
ernment officials in Washington, 
and dine at the Russian Embas- 
sy. On Sunday, by making: his 
first post-Moscow television ap- 
pearance on Steve Allen’s pro- 
gram, he would repay an old 
debt, for Allen’s music director, 
Skitch Henderson, had spotted 
Cliburn’s talent back in 1955 and 
twice put him on Steve's “To- 
night” show. During the week to 
come, he would play again in 
New York to another sold-out 
house at Carnegie Hall, and he 
would make his first phonograph 
records, for RCA Victor. Faced 
‘with both the recession and the 
usual seasonal classical slump, 
dealers pinned high hones on ‘the 
first release, the Tchaikovsky 
concerto. 

For. Cliburn, the summer 
promised little letup. He will 
perform in the U.S. and abroad, 
and everywhere he goes the pat- 
tern will be the same. As a 
symbol of U.S. culture and good 
will, he will have to keep the 
charm turned on. Fortunately 
for him, this is only doing what. 


comes naturally. As a pianist, 


he will be expected to play like 
a Rachmaninoff and Horowitz 
rolled, inte ene. This will be 
tougheh, for he is, after all, only 
23 year Sid. 

Seldom again, however, will 
Cliburn have to endure a strain 
quite like the one he went 
through at his Carnegie Hall ap- 
pearance, when he undertook to 
re-create the performance which 
had won him the prize in Mos- 
cow and /made him the talk of 
the Russian people. In place of 
the Moscow Philharmonic, he 
had behind him the Symphony 
of the Air, but the man who con- 
ducted was the same — Kiril P. 
Kondrashin, the colorful Soviet 
maestro whom Van had said re- 
peatedly had been “like a daddy 
to me.” Although Kondrashin, 
a youthful looking 44, seemed 
more like an elder brother, there 
was no denying his devoted and 
sensitive accompaniment. 

Cliburn was nervous through- 
out the Tchaikovsky concerto 
which opened the program — 
more so, Kondrashin said letér, 
than he had seemed in Mos- 
cow. But in the Rachmaninoff 
Concerto No. 3 which followed, 
the maestro noted, “he was in- 
spired as before.” The audience, 
preponderantly non-musical,

must have agreed, for at the « 4 
it gave Cliburn a chee" nz "- 
ing ovation. 

Van Cliburn is a remavka?le, 
even extraordinary young b'an- 
ist. His manner is assured, and 
he possesses a brilhant tech- 
nique in the old-fashioned ro- 
mantic style. He still needs, 
however, to look more de2ply 
into the heart and soul of the 
music he plays,,and to learn that 
a “big tone” is not produced by 
pounding the keys. ~ 

Despite the obvious dangers of 
over-exposure to Cliburn nim- 
self, most musicians are con- 
vinced that the Cliburn case, 
king-size build-up and all, will 
be good for music if other out~- 
standing young talents get a bet- 
ter break — from the press. the 
public, and the managers who 
book them. Certainly Kondra- 
shin was impressed at Cliburn’s 
reception. “When I go home,” he 


_saidj-“I'l tell them al? about it 


— how you love music and how 
you love Van, not only bervuse 
he ts a very good mmrsician but 
because he is is a very goad and 
warm voung man,” — Frore 
NEWSWEEK.

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‘Safe Passage __ 
Through The Skies 


Safety in the air has become 
an accepted thing. Passengers 
fasten seat belts as casually and 
automatically as they button 


_ their coats. On overseas flivhts, 


there is additionally a_ brief 


demonstration of how to don a_ 


Mae West jacket. It is done 
quietly, almost inconspicuously. 


But not so with the military. 
At least, I can recall a “ditch- 
ing” briefing at a Florida air- 
base some years ago that was 
both explicit and graphic. We — 
@ group of newspaper corres- 
pondents — were about to take 
off over the blue Caribbean for 
Puerto Rico to cover the war 
maneuvers off Vieques Island. 


Coming down for refucling 
before the long over-water hop, 
we were conducted into a sort of 
classroom, equipped with rows 
of chair, a blackboard, chalk, 
and on prominent display for 
demonstration purposes—a Mae 
West life jacket. 


It was a violent, unbecoming 
shade of yellow, and was adorn- 
ed with more gadgets and im- 
plements than a carpenter's 
‘overalls — including a clearly 
marked supply of “shark repel- 
lent.” A rather meager one, it 
seemed to us. 


“When that is gone and the 
sharks aren’t — what then?" 
‘Someone put the question in all 
our minds. The briefing officer 
‘brightened, as if to say, “I’m 
glad you asked that,” and whip- 
ped a savage-looking dagger out 
of its sheath at the waistline of 
the vest. We all lapsed into sud- 
den silence. 


First of all, we were told,*the 
jacket must be inflated. One 
gadget does this hutomatically 
~~ but just “in case” there is 
another tube. “Just blow,” 
beamed our instructor. Then he 
‘held up a small container of 
bright yellow liquid to be squirt- 
ed over the water. Even a ship 
looks small from the air, and a 
bobbling life raft is a mere pin- 
point without something to 
mark the spot. 

As for the lift raft, the thing 
to remember is not to lose your 
head and inflate it before you 
leave the plane, or you'll never 
get it out of the door. Above all, 
don’t enter a life raft with your 

on — if you have spike 


co that is. 


At this point, most of us were 
eontemplating a little war 
maneuver of our own, known 
as retreating. Once airborne 
again, we forgot the whole thing. 
Or did we? The fact that I can 


recall it so clearly today indi- 
cates it must have been a pret- 
ty good safety drill at that. 


After all, these wise precau- 
tions are not unrelated to the 
boat drill on shipboard. No good 
skipper omits this little exer- 
cise. Passengers obediently don 
baggy life jackets and report 
to their alloted lifeboat stations. 


The only time I ever experi- 
enced a serious alarm, when our 
ship came within’ a few feet of 
crashing into another in the 
fog. I\stood rooted’ to the spot. 


My life jacket’Wwas under my/_. 


berth several decks below. The 
ship could have gone down be- 
for I could have found it and 
got topside again. 

Crew members whipped past 
me on the dead run, shrugging 
on their life jackets as they 
sped to their stations. I recall 
the captain of the ship bragging 
later on of the calm, obedient 
way in which every passenger 


-rected to the signal, reporting 


to his lifeboat station fully 
jacketed and without — panic, 
writes Josephine Ripley in The 
Christian Science Monitor: 

I remember saying I thought 
it was fine and that I was cer- 
tainly grateful we had a captain 
skillful enough to avoid’an al- 
most certain collision. In_ his 
fiush of pleasure and reliei, I 
hoped he would fail to notice 
that my face was considerably 
redder than his. 

Boat drills, ditching briefings, 
air raid drills, fire drills in 
schools — all constitute an ex- 
pression of wise preparation, not 
for disaster but for safety. The 
tremendous increase in air traf- 
fic and air speeds is even now 
bringing about new air traffic 
regulations to meet the new con- 
ditions. 

Military transport planes have 
adopted as a safety measure the 
installation of seats which face 


the rear of the plane. The theory” 


is that the back of the seat acts 
as a shock absorber in the event 
of a crash landing. 


Commercial planes so far 
have refrained from adopting 
this unusual arrangement fear- 
ing unfa#@Wable passenger reac- 
tion. It ‘does seem odd té“iake 
off and land backwards, al- 
though once in the air it is hard 
to tell whether you're coming or 
going anyway.

Why The Giants 
Are Going Good 


Willie Mays took time out to 
think. To the Milwaukee crowd, 
he seemed simply to be rubbing 
dirt onto his palms. But, bent 
over just outside the batters’ 
box at County Stadium, Willie 
was contemplating his next 
swing. 

The score was tied, and Mil- 
‘waukee’s unbeaten Warren Spahn 
had pitched effectively against 
the San Francisco Giants. Now, 
in the ninth inning, Willie was 
up with a runner on first base. 
“T oughta go for it,” Mays 
thought. “I ain’t swung for a 
homer all.year, but this time I 
got to.” He stépped.back into 
the box and, swinging from the 
heels, slammed one of Spahn’s 
sliders deep into the left-field 
bleachers for two runs and the 
ball garne. 

“Every year,” Willie explain- 
ed later, “there's maybe ten or 
twenty times when I go for a 
homer. Thé other times they just 
come natural.” 


Even New York baseball writ- 
ers are conceding that Willie, 
the natural, and a prize batch of 
San Francisco rookies made the 
1958 Giants a racy-looking im- 
provement over the club that 
pulled out of New York last 
year. “A cable car named desire,” 
cracked Dick Young in The New 
York Daily News. For their new 
home city, the Giants had pulled 
out half-& dozen victories in the 
ninth, were running bases with 
great daring, and were slugging 
their homers (team total: 64) 
with dramatic timeljness. Sixth 
last year, the Giants were lead- 
ing the National League pennant 
race by one game late last week. 


The difference was easily spot- 
ted: A rookie first baseman 
named Orlando Cepeda (thirteen 
homers), a rookie rightfielder 
named Willie Kirkland (four 
homers), a fine rookie catcher 
named ‘Bob Schmidt, a slick 
rookie third baseman. named 
Jim -Davenport, strong relief 
pitching from veteran Marv Gris- 
som, plus tremendously improv- 
ed play by stortstop Daryl Spen- 
cer and a suddenly matured cen- 
ter flelder named Mays. 

“Did you notice,” asked mana- 
ger Bill Rigney, his eyes spark- 
ling behind steel-rimmed glasses, 


“how Willie thas grown up?

Then, when the kids- come up 
against a new pitcher, there’s 
Willie off talking to them. ‘Watch 
this guy’s screwball,’ he says. 
He's even dressing better. Things 
like that. I mean, Willie isn’t a 
kid any more.” 


At 27, Willie Howard Mays Jr. 
might well be the finest all- 
around player in baseball—bet- 
ter than Mickey Mantle defen- 
sively, comparable to Stan Mu- 
sial at bat, and more dangerous 
than either on the bases. When 
he came up seven years ago, a 
bubbling, implausible rookie, he 
possessed immense raw talent 
and immense naiveté. “I like to 
sign papers,” he once told a 
friend, “because whenever I 
sign, somebody sends me money.” 
wAfter day games at the Polo 
Grotliiftimhe played stickball with 
school childretin, the streets of 
Harlem, Willie knows more about 


‘papers now, and he has given up 


stickball. But he still plays im- 
plausibly — thirteen homers, 36 
runs batted in, seven stolen bases, 
eleven amazing catches, and a 
A02 batting average after 44 
games — and he still bubbles 
just as he always has done when 
he talks about his game. 


Recently, before the Giants 
defeated the Phils, 7-6 on a ninth- 
inning homer by Willie Kirk- 
land, Mays lounged on a bed in 
his hotel room and discussed San 
Francisco, the rookies, and him- 
self, . 


“tt’s a nice town,” Willie be- 
gan, but “you can’t tell how 
much the town’s helped us, ‘cause 
you don’t know what the rookies 
woulda done in New York.
